Number of Tourists to 
Visit Battlefield De­ 
creases; Lack of 
Publicity. 


Between 750,000 
and 800,000 per­ 
sons from every state 
in the Union 
and from many foreign countries are 
estimated by William C. Storrick, su­ 
perintendent of guides, to have visited 
Gettysburg’s 
historically 
famous 
battlefield in 1025. 
Reports of the number of tourists 
taken over the field by at least ten 
of the active guides last year are miss­ 
ing, but the 87 who have reported to 
Superintendent 
Storrick 
make 
the 
number of 
tourists they conducted 
over the battle ground 
85,725, 
ac­ 
cording to figures made public today 
at 
the 
battlefield 
superintendent’s 
office. 
When the number of tourists taken 
over the battlefield by the ten guides 
who have not yet reported are com­ 
piled, the total is 
expected 
by 
Mr. 
Storrick to be in excess of 100,000. 
Baaed On Reports 
From the guides, their superin­ 
tendent secured an 
estimate 
of the 
percentage of persons who visited the 
field last year but who did not en­ 
gage a licensed guide. 
According to 
Mr. Storrick, one person in every six 
who visited 
Gettysburg 
secured 
a 
guide, basing his statement on re­ 
ports of the 
men, and 
striking air 
average. 
Based on the reports of the num­ 
ber 
of 
persons 
directed 
over the 
battlefield last year by the licensed 
escorts and the estimated number of 
persons who do not secure a guide, the 
estimated total number of tourists in 
1925 would be in the neighborhood of 
700,000, but Mr. Storrock is of the 
opinion that the number will be sev­ 
eral thousand above that total. 
The guides’ auperintendent said he 
discounted reports, circulated in 1925, 
thht for the preceding year the total 
number of tourists was in the neigh­ 
borhood of 1,500,000. 
Average 1000 to Guide 
The average 
number 
of 
tourists 
taken oyer 
the battlefield last year 
by a guide who devoted all 
his time 
to that work is 1,000 persons, ac­ 
cording to Mr. Storrick. 
The largest 
number of tourists reported by one 
guide was 2400, 
and 
the 
number 
ranged down to none, 
some 
of 
the 
licensed guides last year apparently 
doing no work in 
the line 
of 
the 
guiding 
business, 
Mr. Storrick as­ 
serted. 
According to the guides, 1925 tvas 
only an average year in the guiding 
business. The tourist season was late 
getting 
under 
way, 
although it is 
noticeable that more and more per­ 
sons are touring in the late summer 
and fall months than 
in 
the 
hot 
months of June and July. 
Lack Publicity 
Some of the guides assert that the 
business done last year was somewhat 
under that of an ordinary season, and 
they are at a loss to account for the 
falling off of business. 
The last big 
year for guides was 1922 when the 
Marines encamped here, and members 
of that “fraternity” are agreed that, 
with such an encampment here again 
or a campaign of publicity abd ad­ 
vertising for the battlefield town, the 
number of tourists attracted here in 
a season will be well over the million 
mark. 
The ninety-seven guides who were 
licensed last year have been granted 
their renewals for this year, Mr. Stor­ 
rick stated. 
Three 
guides 
will 
be 
added to bring the total to IOO. 
This evening the battlefield guides 
will be guests of George W. Lynch, 
proprietor of the Eagle Hotel, at a 
dinner, later attending the Lincoln 
Way Theatre performance.

ago when he was forced to live a re­ 
tired life. 
Mr. Heckenluber observed 
his 78th birthday 
anniversary last 
Christmas Day.

Forced To Retire 
Some tim e ^tgo, infirmities of old

made inroads upon his health and he 
was forced to retire from active farm 
duty. 
He was also a carpenter by 
trade and this he relinquished when 
his health failed. 
Mr. Heckenluber played prominent 
parts 
in 
observances of 
Memorial 
Day and the Fourth of July and his 
prominence in the community added 
zest to his period of community har­ 
mony and cooperative manners. 
He was a member of the Corporal 
Skelly post, G. A. R., of Gettysburg, 
and was also an active worker in the 
Arendtsville Reformed 
church. 
He 
filled every office in the Arendtsville 
charge and was one of the pillars of 
the institution for many years.

Lukens was sentenced yesterday to 
serve eighteen months in the Federal 
penitentiary at Atlanta, and pay a 
$5000 fine for his part in misapplying 
funds of the Parkeslw g 
National 
Bank, which closed its\loors in Sep­ 
tember, 1924. 
There were tears in Lukens’ eyes 
when, about to go to jail, he stood be­ 
fore Judge Thompson and said in re­ 
ply to the court’s questions that he 
has a son, 24, and a daughter, 28, arni 
that since the bank failure which cast 
the first cloud on his character and 
reputation he and and his wife have 
.been living at the son’s home in this 
city. 
In a fervent plea in Lukens’ behalf, 
his counsel, Sidney E. Smith, 
de­ 
clared the defendant was the “tool 
and fool of this promoter, McAdams.” 
Of the hank shortage 
of

$125,000 and $150,000, 
Lukens 
re­ 
ceived no personal benefit, said the 
attorney. 
William Garety, a bank 
examiner, 
confirmed this statement, 
based on his investigation. 
Mr. Garety said that 
upward of 
$105,000 was embezzled from the bank 
in the three years before it failed. 
Mr. Smith mentioned that and other 
circumstances as refutation of the re­ 
cent testimony of Miss Isabell Darl­ 
ington, the receiver, that Lukens was 
one of those who had “systematically 
robbed the bank for seventeen years.”

BROUGHT 
CLOSER TO RURAL FOLK 
Of vital interest to the rural resi- 
dents of Adams county and a decision 
th at holds excellent promise of bring­ 
ing greater comforts to our farm er 
Colk is the order just handed down by 
the public service commission at H ar­ 
risburg requiring electric companies 
to extend their lines into rural terri­ 
tory throughout the state when re­ 
quested. 
The formal order is known officially 
as General Order No. 27 and was ap­ 
proved by the commission on Tues­ 
day. 
It differs from the temporary Gen­ 
eral Order X in the important point 
of rates, in that 
no 
uniform tariff 
for rural electrification service is re­ 
quired. 
Instead the companies are 
ordered to file tariffs for rural serv­ 
ice, these rates to ‘be passed upon by 
the commission. 
Electric companies must extend 
service 
into 
territories 
where 
there shall be three or more con­ 
sumers per mite, the company to 
pay for the line. 
In the event 
there are less than 'three con­ 
sumers, the coivnimqrs must pay 
a proportionate share of the con­ 
struction cost. 
The electric companies had object­ 
ed to both the uniform rate and con­ 
struction cost phases of the tempo­ 
rary order. 
The order classifies “rural area” as 
any section outside 
the 
corporate 
limits of cities, towns and boroughs. 
The companies wanted the rural serv­ 
ice confined merely to farm ers and 
country residents, excluding hot dog 
stands, roadhouses and garages.

STRIKEAFFECTS 
TAX COLLECTION 


Hazleton.—Tax collections in the 
anthracite region this year have been 
lower than in years and collectors in 
this section attribute the falling off 
to the suspension of mining operations 
in effect since September I. As a re­ 
sult many of the collectors say the 
exoneration lists will be exceptionally 
large. 
The suspension came at the time 
when ordinarily the peak in tax collec­ 
tions is reached. Many miners, mainly 
those who do not own property, ac­ 
cording to the collectors, delayed mak­ 
ing tax payments so that they might 
have the money available for their 
own needs if they should require it, 
although most of the property owning 
dimers settled their accounts to avoid 
the penalties that become effective in 
October in mqst cases." 
Women have been numerous among 
the delinquents1, the collectors report, 
although they say this is not unusual 
as they have made up a large part of 
the delinquent class in the post. 
In cases where the delinquents are 
miners, the collectors are keeping lists 
which will be turned in to foul com­ 
pany offices for collection when the 
mines resume. Many of tho collectors 
indicate their intention of being le­ 
nient in cases of workmen who have 
been idle in order to give them a 
chance to carn Borne money before 
pressing them for overdue taxes. 
Some of the communities have suf­ 
fered from the low' collections. 
In 
Pittston it was found necessary to 
borrow $.‘10,000 to pay salaries of em­ 
ployes. Despite small collections tax 
rates generally have shown no de­ 
crease and in some places increases 
have been recorded. 
Among these 
communities is Hazleton where the 
rate went up one and one-half mills. 


Lock Haven.—Forty fishing licenses 
and 634 dog licenses were issued in 
the first ten days of 1926 at the coun­ 
ty treasurer’s office here. Mrs. Julia 
I). Stevenson, the treasurer, expects 
business in these two lines to keep up 
briskly during the next two months.
